management association or self insurance pool of which the public body is a member,” and 

5 ILCS 120/2(c)(17), regarding “the recruitment, credentialing, discipline or formal peer review of physicians or 
other health care professionals for a hospital, or other institution providing medical care, that is operated by the 
public body.”
